Philadelphia. June 20 'A PI—Tile 
volume of wage payments in Penn­ 
sylvania currently Is at a level un­ 
equalled since the World War. re­ 
ports the Philadelphia Federal Re­ 
serve bank which attributed the in­ 
crease to national defense produc­ 
tion Reports from 2,149 establish­ 
ments show that wage disburse­ 
ments advanced five per cent to 
$32,000,000 a week during May, the 
bank said Employment at the time 
jumped two per cent to 1,800,000 
workers The number now employed 
in the state is said by the bank to 
be the largest since 1923.

The corn crop, though in many
